We were on Board a fmall Chincxe Vefiel, 
galled a Somme by the Portugaexe, without any thel- 
cer againft the Weather, and fo ftreightned for want 
of Room, that we could not lye at length: Placed 
nearan Idol, black wich the {moak of a Lamp conti- 
nually burning in its Honour, and (which was our 
great Eye-fore) worthipped each day wich'a Diabo- 
lical Superftition. The Sun was directly over our 
Heads, and we had {carce any Water to quench our 
immeaderace Thirft, which the exceflive Heat of the 
Climate brought upon us, Three Meals. of Bice 
were our daily Allowance, tho’ the Captain.1 confefs 
often invited us toeat fome Meat with him; bucthat 
being always firft offered as a Satrifice to the Idol, 
we looked on it with more Horror than Appetite.

yee this time Father Adam Schaal a German, ap- 
peared ayCourt, and added a new Luftre to Chriftia- 
nity which had but newly {prang up again He was 
perfectly skilled in Mathematicks, and made ule of his 
knowledge therein to obrain,the Emperor’s kindnefs; 
he was in a little time fo highly in the Emperor's 
Favour, that he thought he fhould be able by his own 
Intereft alone to Eftablifh the Chriftian Rebgion 
folidly. He began to make ule of his Intereft with 
good Succefs, when an Infarreation overturned the 
whole Government, and with it all his promifing hopes. 
This great State whofe Power {eemed to be enough 
to facure it from the moft violent Shock whatever, 
was made fenfible then®that there is nothing conftant 
in. this World. Some Robbers being met together, 
by the accefs of multitudes of Male-contents who 
joined them formed vaft Armies: they burned Towns 
and plundered whole Provinces. China prefently 
changed its Afpeé, and from the moft flourifhing 
Empire became che Stage for the moft bloody War. 
Never were there feen to many Murthers and Bar- 
barities.. ‘The Emperor being farprifed at Pekin, 
ftrangled him(elf for fear of falling into the hands of 
the Vidtors, The Ufurper was foon drove out of the 
Throne by the Tartars, who fciz'd upon it. 
Princes of the Blood who in different places were 
proclaimed Emperors, were vanquifhed or killed. 
Then all the Mandarins rofe, fome declaring for Tar- 
tary, others for Liberty: others only carried on the 
Fighting Trade, 1 hopes to make their private Fare 
tunes from the publick Ruin.

caufe the Spirit ofa Man hath its Limits, and irc is ve- 
ry rare to find in one and the fame Perfop, a Genus 
_ equally proper for all Things. 

So that we agreed, that fome of us fhould addict our 
felvesto Aftronomical Obfervations, Geometry, and 
so the Examination of mechanical Arts, whilit others 

fhould chiefly be taken up in Ye ee of whar re- 
lates to Anatomy, knowledge of Simples, Hiftory of 
Animals, and other parts of Natural Philofophy, 
which every one fhould choofe, ‘according as his kan- 
led tfo, thateven thole who fhould keep 
emie n the cpmpafs of any fubject,.

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But let us take what care we could to ftieceed in 
this Undertaking, we cafily perceived, - that Six Per- 
fons bufied befidesin the Study of Languages, and in 
preaching the Gofpel, could never be able cto go 
through with fuch,a vaft Defign: It therefore came 
into our Mind, firft of all, to engage the Earopeans 
that were at that Time in che /ndies, but above all,the 
Miffionaries ; to the end that every one of us might »¢ 
concur in carrying on a Defign, equally Benéficial 
and Glorious toall Nations.

The difficulty that Men have found from all Anti- , 


quity, toregulate the Motions of the Stars, was never 


to be overcome, either by the Lucubrations of Anci-_ 


ent Aftronomers, or even by all the penetration ei 
the Neoterics; what Endeavours foever our Imagi- 
nation may haveufed to dive into thefe Myfteries of 
the Omnipotent Creator, yet hawe we made but a 
forry Progre(s; and we muft needs confefs, that 
Heavenis ac a much greater diftance from our 
Thoughts, and Conception, than itis elevated above 
our Heads, Nothing can bring’ usnéarer toir, than 
a continued Series of Obfervations, and exact En- 
-quiry into every thing that occurs in the Stars, be- 
cau(e that this Centinual Actention to ‘their Motions, 
* (making us perceive the grofs,-and as it were palpable 
Errors of ancient Syftems) gives Occafion to Altro- 
nomers toreform them by lictle and lictle, and make 
them Y rvation; to this pur- 
pote, i days, Men have fo carefully ap- 
to the perfecting of Inftruments, 
opes, and of wharfoever may any 
rer toour Bye 
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i ad; and the Progrefs that many Obfer- 
or ve olrealy made, is fo confiderable, that 
one may hope for great Matters in future Ages 5 pro- 
vided Princes do continue by their Liberality, to up- 
hold fuch a toilfome piece of Works This is, Sir, in 
general, what we have contributed towardsit for our 


capil of all, we have been moft converfant in Ob- 
ferving the Eclipfes ; and becaufe thofé of the Sun, 
have more®than all others, occafioned Peoples Ad- 
miration; we have been very diligent to improve all 
Occafions that might feem favourable tos. Amongit 
thofe that offered themfclves, there chanced.to be 
Two fornewhat odd, and particular, and will afford 
~fome delight 'to the Curious, 
RT he Firf was the Eclipfe that happened about the 
endcf April, 1688. We knew that it was tobe Total 
in (ome Parts of China, altho’ at Pekin, where we fo- 
journed fome time before, it was to be but indifferent 
Great; for you know, Sir, there is a great difference 
between the Eclipfes of the Sun, and thofe of the Moon: 
The Moon that hath only a precarious Light, 1s: co- 
vered with reaf Darknefs, when ever the Earth robs 
her of the Sunsbeams, anddoth not appcar Eclipfed 
tofome certain Peoples but chat theyat.the fame ume, 
hides her Face from theEycs of others n like manner. 
The Sun, on the’contrary, that is a Body of its own 
Nature, always Splendid, always Luminous, or rather, 
is lightic felf, can never be obfufcated or.darkned; 
and when the Moon, by covering 1t feems to deprive 
 ivofall its Lultres iris not the Sun thats Eclipfed, it 
is the Each; it iswve indeed that dofind our {elves 
at that time all in Darknefs.

bec the Longitude of the muntry was not yct 
perfectly Known to us, The Heavens were that day 
rem the Place very Convenient, our In- 
ft ced, ‘and being Thsee Obfervators, 
ae Fe i mis eer the Obferva- 
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‘ of Three Foot long, in which they had placed at the 
cus obj Ekivin, Reticule ot little Net, compofed of 
Twelve little Threads of raw Silk, very fmall, and E- 
ually diftant one from another,yet fo,that they might’ 
precifely take tp all the {pace ofthe Sun, whofe Dia= 
meter appeared after this manner to the Eye, divided _ 
into Twelve equal Parts. 
The Second confifting in receiving the reprefenta-yle- 
tion of the Sun (by a Telefeope of Twelve Foot) that 
was painted upon arpiece of Paftboard, oppofite to the 
Optic-Glafs, ata proportionable Diftance; we had 
drawn upon the faidPaftboard, Twelve little concen- 
trical Circles, the biggeft whereof, was equal to the 
apparent Difews of the Sun, So that it was eafie for 
us todetermin, not only the Beginning, Duration, and 
« End of the Eclipfe, which require,no more but a: fin+ 
er Optic-glafs,*and a well regulated Pendulum ;. bue 
alfo its Bignefs, or (as they commonly call it) its Quan- 
tity,and the time that the Shadow,or rather the Moon

For notwithftanding all these parts are equal amongft 
themfelves, yet it doth not therefore follow, “that 
there is requifite an equal Number of Minutes to go 
over them, becaute the continual Change of the Para- 
lax, retatds or puts forward the apparent Motion of 
the Moon. 4 . 
There wanted but the 24th part to the total cover- 
ing ofcheSun, and we determined it tobe an Eclipfe 
, of Bight Digits and an half, (for fo Aftronomers term 
in) for ro make their Calculation Juft, they are wont 
todivide the apparent Diameter of the Pianets into 
- Twelve Digits, and every Digit into Sixty Minutes.

Thirdly, wecould by no means difcover any Sea 
tho? we endeavoured it all we could.

The Chinefe potwithftandmg, were terribly allan 
med, imagining that the Earth was going fuddenly to 
invelloped in thick Darknefs.
